| Now ye that | am a man free- born in this Natien (the land of my 
Nativity Jand have faithfully ſerved mygeneratiou in the late wars and 
commorions from time to time againſt the common enemies, name» 
ly the Kings, the Dutch, the Portugal, French,and Spaniard. and what 
[have from time to time ſuffered,at preſent I mention little; befides the 
wounds and ſhedding of my blood, with my bones ſhor and ſhattered to pieces, 
and taken out of my body; And there was a time and times alſo, in the 

of the Nation, I could ſay ro one, goe, and he goeth, and to ten, come,and it was 
fo;zand to a hundred, do this and that,and it was done: but this is paſt away as the 
duſt before the wind; but behold I am this day in bonds for exerciſe of a pure 
conſcience,in obedience to the inviſible pure Spirit of the Lord God,in my hear:, 
to which my ſoul is become ſubjeR; for its the higher power,and the moſt high 
that ſearcheth my heart, knoweth my heart, that | ſpeak the truth in his fear and 
dread in the truth, and lye not. 

Now that you may not be altogether ignarant of what you have done, In the 
Lord have | freedom now to wnte to yee, ro the end thar you might have a more 
perfe& underſtanding, what hath already been paſt concerning me, before and 
fince the time of my impriſonment, and that yee might be altogether left with= 
our excuſe in the rime of your tryall before the throne of the Lamb, ſlain fince 
the foundation of the world,wherher you now hear or forbear;bar if the eye and 
ear of a good nnderſtanding be opened in you, to hearken rs the cry of the op® 

eſſed within you, and without you, and let it go free by breaking the bonds of 
wickedneſle within and without you (Read within and underſtand) of a troth 
my ſoule, into which the Lord God hath breathed his pnre breath of life , and 
ehereby ir now only lives will exceedingly rejoyce in the Lord, otherwiſe my 
ſoule in ſecret (#5 hirkerto | ſhall mourn and lament over the oppreſled feed, 
untill che Lord,ftrong and mighty,ariſe ro render vengeance upon the head of the 
oppreſlor, and to plead in truth with his righreons judgements , the cauſe of rhe 
ger lt are the ſigns and wonders of theſe latrer dayes, as in the dayes-

Now if you can believe my words,O ye men thar ſhall dye? hearken and hear, 
and bear with me a moment, which Fkrow you will,if you ſubje& to che meaſure 
of thar noble, juſt,cquall,pure,meek principle, or ſpirit that was in Moſes, and be-- 
hold J tell yee, is in you alſo, but 'tis exceedingly oppreſſed, let ir ariſe to hear

On the f1xth day of the cighth monerh, and fifth day of the week, ridings

(and wherher the Lord God will nor viſir for theſe things) and were going to 
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.eat and to drink, and nouriſh their hearrs, as ina day of flavghtery and imme: 


diately the power of the indignation of the Lord ſtirred wirhin me, and his word, 
which is the higher power, 1 tclt ro be quick and powerfull, moved, and 1 im- 
imediatcly ſubjeted to its command, which was to ſpeak theſe words in the Au- 
dience and preſence of you all aſſembled togerher, whether yon can believe me 
cr not, or hear , or forbear 3 theſe words the everlaſting God pur intro my 
heart, and in obedience ro his inviſible ſpirit of life, 1 ſpeak them forth, as yee 
may remember , if you did mind, thus, in the old Maſle-houſe, called Chriſts 
Church, 

Heare, heare, heare the word of the Lord, O ye Mountains and Inhahirants of 
the earth; the day, even the day of Gods viſitation is upon your heads , for yee 
have choſen the way that is not good , wherefore aſſemble your ſclves O yee 


| Atrong oaks, that the Lord might poure upon your heads his indignation, for de. 


ceit and hypocriſy - che Lords ſoul abhorres, 

And if rhus to obey rhe Lord God be a tranſgrefſion of any of your Decrees or 
Law:,bchold here is a hody prepared to ſuffer, lerGods witneſle, the light of Chriſt 
in your conſciences judg,%& whether ir be not better to obey God rather then man, 
zudge yee;Bur i: you reply,and ſay,thou madeſt a diſturbance, thou didfſt diſturb 
the Miniſter that was prayivg, and we had a Law which was founded upon 
Queen Mares, that blood-thuſty perſecuters Law, which was three moneths 
impriſonment, after due accuſation and examination heard, and conviction of two 
Wirneſles before two Juſtices of the Peace ; mark that, to any one that ſhould 
On purpoſe maliciouſly,or contempruouſly diſturb the Preacher; and becauſe her 
Law was not ſevere enough for the Priefts , Oliver Cromwell and his Councel 
added three moneths more to it, but | have fulfilled that Law, by ſuffering under 
it with many more, as a teſtimouy- againſt ir, and the Founders and Builders 
up of ir, for ever; bur this late Parliament have made this Law null and void; 
However, thou. oughreſt ro be had to priſon, and ro ſuffer; what? without a Law? 
becauſe thou difturbeſt us, and we cannot believe thar ir is according to Chriſt 
or his Apoſtles dofrine, rhough we call the Scripture our Rule, may ye ſay in 

'your hearts, and God is a God of order, and he is not the Authour of contufion; 
To which I anſwer, he that ſpeaks true and ſober words, in obedience to the 
moving and commandment of the Lord,without reſpe& of perſons, dayes, place 
or time, is not diſorderly, nor the Authour of confuſion 3 and if you were in 
all things gnided by Moſes, Chriſt, his Prophets, and Apoſtles ſpirit; yer oppreſt 
in bondage, in you,ye would know it : bur they are diſorderly, that break forth 
into contuſion, and are like Bears, Liens, Dogges,and wolyes, in their devouring 
nature , to rent, tear, and devour, knock down, dragge, and offer violence, and 
buffering a poor fingle Lamb, or Friend of Chriſt, both in and out of the Syna- 
gogue, or Maſlc-houſe, and dragge the poor Saints before the Judgement Sear. 

Neirher is it coatrary to the Apoſtles doctrine, who fpake (by rhe Spirit of 
Chriſt Jeſus rhe light in him) who ſaid, if any thing be revealed. to agother that 
firs by, ler the firſt hold his peace: and as many poor wiſe men that were among 
you, even they might have (cen and teir, thar I was not our of the Apoſtles do- 
Frine, neither ſake contrary to the pure ſpirir that gave forth the Scriptures of 
truth, bur ſtood upa certain time in the fear & dread,and power of the LordGort 
beſcre 1 ſpake forth the words,fo that thePrieſt had cime to have ſtopt & held his 
peace; & 1t he had done ſo, together with the bruitiſh people,or rude multicude, 
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it would have been good order, and according to the Apoſtles dodrine, and” 
Scriptures of truth; and after I had ſpoken the words of the Command<menr of 
the Lord forth, 1 know 1 ſhould haye departed in Gods fear and peace orderly 
as I came in; yet notwithſtanding, I aeither reſiſted, nor offered violence to ei- 
ther man, woman, or child, and it would have been a noble ching of any of you 
Magiſtrates, chief Captains, Colonels, or Souldicrs, and according to your place, 
10 have called out or uſed means to have reſtrained the diſorderly, rude, bruitifh 
people, from dragging, pulling, or tearing me to pieces, or from buffering ne in 
rhe face,and from pulling wy hair,and beating,and dragging me,Sce A#.23,5,10. 
Even in and forth of your high place of worſhip, and from dragging me to prif5ng 
contrary to your Laws without Mittimus,or being called betorc any of you, who 
ſhould withour delay have heard a lawful rriall, and true wirnefles, with duc ac- 
cuſation,that you might then have ſignified rhe crimes to the Goaler,and this had 
been bvt reaſonable; and in ſuch a matter, him whom the Pricſts and profeſſors, 
and profane of England, call a Heathen, Namcly,Feftus, was more noble,and will 
judge you, See Aﬀs 23. 27. verſe,bur they, who all of them are called Cluiſtians, 
hot more like, yea, and far worſe then Hearhens,, that know not the dreadfult 
God among them, in their rage and enmity dragged and threw me into the Goale 
New-gate, & after they had thus thrown me into the Goal,as it 1 had been a dead 
dog,or ſwine,they beat me there with a ſtaff, beſides, one unreaſonable mercileſs 
man ſtruck me over che bare head with a ſtaffe, even in the Idols Temple , be- 
ing ar the ſame time dragg'd between four or five men. 

And Friends, this was diforder,tyranny, cruelty, oppreſſion, and injuſtice, and 
it had been better ycu had been found executing true and ſound juſtice and jadg- 
ment,Wirhourt reſpet of perſons,gifts,or rewardsz(when ſhal ir once be? )then ro 
have thus met co feed your ſelves without fear over the oppreflied ſeed ; and Ma» 
piſtrates, that are to rule for God, will, and in his pure noble priaciple in chem, 
ſhonld be juſt men of truth ; a terrour to evill doers, that offer violence in 
the devouring nature againſt the innocent, (whoſe praiſe is not of men., but of 
God; and ſuch as rule for and with him) and for theſe and a multicude of fuch 
like things will rhe everlaſting God of truch viſit che haughty oppreflors , and 
perſecuting prieſts and Magiſtrates of Englands Nation, and dominions ,. whoſe - 
day of viſitation, of ſalyation, is haſtening over their heads, who to this day have - 
rejected its appearance. . 

And although there was not found among all the multicude, aftcr 1 had waited: 
two dayes before your Judgement Seat, one man, woman , or child, that did, or 
could accuſe me of the breach of any Law,excepr it were one or two of you that 
face upon the Jidgement Seat, did accuſe me. Now configer (if yow be a little 
coole)) with the ſpirit of wiſdom, meeknefle, and o! ſound judgement; whither 
I have done cr ſpoken any thing contrary to any Law or Decree (if you can make 
it appear,do it without delay; tor behold 1 am yer under your hand, and behold 
here's a body in which 1 am prepared to ſuffer) as 1 demanded before all the peo- 
ple aflembled before your Judgement Sear, that it was but re:Hnable, and an 
equall thing to ſhew and convince me by the Law before che people, what evill - 
I had done either in word or a&ion, bur no | aw was brovght or admitred to be 
read to or againſt me,and ſo rhis reaſonable thing was denied me;and herem you 
cannot be ſaid to be noble, while you thus torn the ſword againſt che innocear; 
andthe Lord God will plead with you for it; for the Lord is nigh ar hand to rry 
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* «yen, amd to judge and reward for a!! your dbeds done in Every of your particals 
'body; And thou Jobn Ireton,inſtead of doing Juſtice,and executing truc agd ound 
Judgmenr, afcer true ſearching and enquiring into the nature and ground of a mat-. "'®. 
ter,and ſo to plead the cauſe of the innocent, whoſe conſciences are exerciſed to- | 
wards God, this would have been thy honour; but even thoo replyedfſt ,- and * © 
ſayedſi, Take bim away, be is mad. Alas poor man , thou knoweſt. not what than | 
haſt done, and ſurely | perceive thou doſt not yet know or believe; againft whom Wl 
thou, together with the.reſt of the perſecuting iftrates and Prieſts of Engo | 
knd , Scotiand ,. and Ireland, have lifred up your hands; and behold this teſti- 
mony I give forth, wherher you gan believe, ,or receive it or nay, that here is 
three of us in bonds in New-gate Goale ; namely 4 Humphry Bache, Anne. Gould, 
and Daniel Beber (cammitted by your order and wills) who, as ſure as the Lord 
God hath given you and all men breath and life, and all things, ſo ſure are we his 
Servants and Friends, and watt him in fpirir and ig troth;for he who is a moſt 
pare, inviſible.ecer nal ſpirit, hath ſought 'and found vs, aild we arc in him thar ; 
is true, and ſo is our teſtimony, and therefore cannot lyc nor ſwear , nor give [i 
flarrering ticles ro any man, if we ſhould, the Lord our God , whom we ſecve, Y 
would condemn us and we affuredly know,thart the whole world lyerh in wick- » 
edneſle; and therefore in loyeto the world on the Lords behalf as his friends, \þ 
we teſtify againſt the deeds and friendſhips, and honours thereof, for they are g.-

evill; and irs enmity to our God, who is the living .God. And this know afſu» 
redly from my hand, that is guided by the good ſpirit of the Lord, to write 
theſe rhings, that I am this day in bonds tor the teſtimony of him that ſaves 
from ſin, and'for the exerciſe of a pure conſcience, who defires rhat in the day 
and time of  tryal, when the tribes of the carth ſhall mouca ( and the , 
ſhall look upoil hita (the Light) whom they have rebelled againſt, and pierced. .
